in Cologne. 


Cologne, Germany, — Cologne's 
British-trained female police have 
just broken up a highly organized 
and effective juvenile thief ‘band 
which had -baffled the law for 
months, ‘ ae 
‘A total of 23 children, ranging 
‘between seven and twelve years old, 
have been arrested. They probably 
will be sent to juvenile detention 
homes until they are nineteen. 

The parents, if they are respon- 
sible for their children’s actions, 
will be punished most severely. 
The police have not yet established 
who inspired the thefts, but the 
simplicity and ease with which the 
r unique scheme was worked point 
strongly to some adult “master 
mind,” 

Process Is Explained. 

The process, explained by Frau- 
lein Marianne Pfah), commissar for 
the female division, was as follows: 

One of the children would enter 
the shop designated to be robbed 
and ask for a cigar box for fret- 
work, or perhaps for a cigarette 
picture card. The shop door was 
purposely left slightly ajar. and 
while’ the shopkeeper was getting 


room” asecond” ¢hild” éntéred and 
hid under the counter. 

“The door being ajar, there was 
no bell-ring to announce his entry. 
The first child received his request- 
ed box or ‘card, left the shop and 
the shopkeeper went. about his 
business, ' 

The second child, having located 
the simple cashbox with which 
most German shops are equipped, 
emptied it at a favorable opportu- 
nity and returned to his. hiding 
place. A third child entering gave 
the second his change’ to escape. 
The third requested algo some sort 
of gift and left openty, 

Suspect Wrong Person. 

By the time the theft had been 
discovered the children had long 
since disappeared. In. most cases, 
moreover, suspicion fell on the 
wrong persons, usually those living 
in the house, and as the shopkeeper 
did not wish to charge them the 
thefts remained undetected for 
some time.

Notorious. Texas Killer and 
‘His Woman Companion 
Objects of Long Hunt. 


Black Lake, La.—Clyde Barrow, 
notorious Texas gunman. charged 
with 12 murders, and his cigar- 
smoking gunwoman — companion, 
Bonnie Parker,,were shot and killed 
by Texas officers near here as they 
disregarded a:command to halt, The 
No. 1 desperado of the Southwest 


‘and the Parker woman were rid- 


dled with bullets as they sped along 
a road at 85 milés an hour. 
State and federal authorities had 
been waging one of the most des- 
perate man hunts in the distory of 
the Southwest in an effort to bring 
Barrow to justice. Because of his 
black record they had to proceed 
warily for on other occasions the’ 


| desperado had not hesitated to kill 


police officers in a mad dash for 
freedom, 

The criminal record of the Bar- 
row brothers, Clyde Champion and 
Marvin: ‘Ivan; began’ with « petty 
thefts in Texas. Today a score or 
more of. huge robberies are over- 
shadowed only by the 12 murders. 

Clyde Barrow. was first arrested 
in 1926 for the theft of an automo- 
bile, but the charge was not 


~pressed.—--His~brother-was-arrested- 


on a similar charge two years later. 
Both were given prison terms and 
both escaped. . 

Murders Dozen Men. 


After a series of minor holdups 
the Barrows began crimes in ear- 
nest the night of April 17,°1982, at 
Hillsboro, Texas, by murdering 
John N, Bucher, a merchant, after 
robbing his safe: Clyde did the 
shooting and threatened to kill Mrs. 
Bucher, who ran to her husband’s 
side. : ars
